FIG. 4 shows one preferred embodiment of the present 
utility model. The door sash 1 is formed by a door sash outer 
panel la and a door sash inner panel lb so as to have a space 
C whose sectional view has a shape of the letter " C" . The edges 
of these panel are hemmed and the panels are connected as a one 
piece . 

At the opening of the space C formed by the door sash 
outer panel la and the door sash inner panel lb, there provided 
is a glass run R' which holds the periphery of the window glass 
W. 

The glass run R' includes: a glass receiving portion R'a; 
jutting-out portions R'b which extends from the glass receiving 
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portion R'a; and a metal core 10 which is buried in the glass 
receiving portion R'a and enters the jutting-out portions R'b. 

The glass receiving portion R'a, which is made of soft 
rubber with high elasticity, is formed to approximately have 
a sectional shape of the letter "U" and has a shape such that 
the glass receiving portion R'a closes the above-mentioned 
opening. Its bottom wall Rd is placed separately from the door 
sash inner panel lb which faces the above-mentioned opening. 

The jutting-out portions R'b are made of the material of 
the glass receiving portion R'a as one piece. The jutting-out 
portions R'b extend outwardly from the ends of the side walls 
R'e of the glass receiving portion R'a in such a manner that 
the jutting-out portion wraps the edges 11 and 11 of the opening. 

The metal core 10 , which is made of metal, includes: a 
body 10a which has a shape approximately similar to that of the 
glass receiving portion R'a, that is, the shape of the letter 
U, and which is buried in the above-mentioned glass receiving 
portion R'a; and folded portions 10b which extend from the 
opposite ends of the body 10a and are folded in the shape of 
a letter W U" to extend in the jutting-out portions Rb . 

In the drawing, the reference character 10c designates 
a lip portion which is made of the same material as that of the 
above-mentioned glass receiving unit Ra . The lip portion 
extends inwardly from the ends of the both side walls R'e so 
that the lip portions come into contact with the window glass 
W. On the surfaces which come into contact with the window glass , 
numerous hairs are transplanted. 
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
